PROBLEM: 


To consider the ELINT Requirements List submitted by the Ad Hoc Committee 
and circulated to the Members with USIB-IE-9.4/30. 


DISCUSSION: 


The Chairman called on| , Chairman of the Ad Hoc Group,  25X1A9a 
who introduced the subject and gave some of the background on its preparation. 


Prior to a detailed review of the Requirements List, the NSA Member noted 
that he considered the List to be an eventual guide for NSA in its normal 
tasking procedures; however, it would not be used by other recipients for 
direct support tasking or levying on other current resources. The Members 
generally agreed, and a notation to this effect was added to Paragraph 4 of 
the Introduction on Page 1 of the document. 


After further discussion, the Members reviewed the List in detail, after 
first approving the SECRET classification of the document. Several amendments 
were effected along with certain administrative changes. The Requirements 
List was then approved as amended. 


At the request of several of the Members, the Chairman of the Ad Hoc Group 
agreed to provide a back-up paper to assist in briefing principals, outlining 
and justifying how ELINT satisfies certain specific requirements. 


In discussion of Indicators, which appear in Requirements of Priority 1, 
it was understood that their inclusion in the Priorities List would not pre- 
judice later discussion of ELINT Indicators per se. 


The Chairman, with the concurrence of the Members, complimented the 
Members of the Ad Hoc Committee on the excellent and comprehensive report which 
they had turned out.
